His houſe-hold Ntuffe was va- 
lued at fourc hundred thouſand Duckats.Hehad halfe 
ofthe mother of Pearle brought from the Eaſt Indies, 
contayning thirtic 24i#cals of ſhells, which among 
the Negroes paſſeth currant for Bullion. Hee had the 
Impoſt of Brafil wood that came from Lisbone,worth 
tweluc thouſand Duckatrs a yeere. He had a Graung, 
that none withour his leaue,could barter for Milſtones 
and Wherſtones as Barbers vie, which come from for- 
raine Parts, to ſend them to the Eaſt Indices ; this was 
worth to hini many Duckats. 

It.is verified for certaine, that he recciucd yeerly 4- 
bouc two hundred thouſand Duckars of rene. Topat- 
ticularizcall his wealth, would askealongtime.. 

His Father, his two Sonnes, two Daughters, and 
his Wife , went from Madrid-wo dayecs before hee 
died, having much bewayled his fall, and wroughe 
much for his deliueric. 


The Executioner lead his Mule, and (according to 
the cuſtome of Spaine) made Proclamation.

Calderon, Marques of ſeuen

Stand in doubt to write what will ſeeme 
£2 ſtrange to many, and my Relation be taxed 
as to0 ſhort, by thoſe which ſaw it ated, 
and by others, which ſaw it not, too affec- 
tionate : but the {ynceritie of my intent is grounded 
on the meane , "taken from a particular Confeſſhon 
which diſcoucreth the greatneſſe of the Aﬀtion, and 
rarencſle of the Caſc. Don Rodrigo Calderon, latc 
Marques of ſcuen Churches, Earle of 0/iva, Cap- 
taync of the German Guard, a Knight ofthe Order of 
Saint [ames, and Comendador of Ocana, being impri- 
ſoned in his owne houſe with a ſtrong Guard, having 
but the vic of one onely Chamber with little light ; at- 
ecr his Cauſe had beene in diſcuſſing two yeerzs and a 
halfe, had ſentence of death giuenagainſt him, by the 

Lords of the Aſſembly, Dox Franciſco de Contreras 

(now moſt worthy Prelident of Caſtile) Lu de Salze- 

do, and Don Dies del Corral. Hehad notice thereof 
by Lazarode los Rios, a Regiſter of the Proceſle, the 

fourteenth of Iuly 1621. To which he made anſwer, 

that he heard it, Then turning toa Crucifixe, he ſaid 

. God be bleſſed, whoſe will be in me fulfilled : which was 
like ſome other of his a&ions , both before and after 
(which, tobe thort, Tlet paſſe in filence) grounded on 
a vertuous Spirit, wholly exerciſed in ſpirituall books 
of deuotian , and full of Religion and Chriſtian cou- 
rage. From that time, vntill his death , which was + 
three moneths after, hee neuer was vnclothed , nor 
came in bed, There was a Pallet by his bed fide, with 
| B j a lea- 
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a leather couerlet , on which in the night hee reſted a 


little, ſpending the molt part of it in mentall Prayer, 
wherein he much profited by reading a Booke of the 
holy Mother Tereſa cf [ss vs, to which hee was 
much afeed, ſo that hee could repeate by memoric 
whole Pages thereof : as alſo our of a Booke of Pray- 
ers, compoled by Father Molina ; and in ſpirituall 
Conferences had with the Religious, he cited to them 
theſe Books , or others ſuch like. Hee daily read the 
lives of Saints in Flos Sancterum , perſwaded there- 
vnato by Mother Tereſa and Father Molina, of whom 
(as he (aid) he learned it. He madea generall Conteſ- 
ſion with Humilitic and Contrition , accompanied 
with many teares of tenderneſſe, witnefling the good 
preparation of his mind, for what was to come 3 bur 
tro declare particulars, would make rather a Booke 
thena briefe Relation. 
And [ heard Friar Gabrie! his Confellor fay , who 
is Procurator Generall of the difcalced Carmelites '( a 
religious perſon of venerable fame) rhat during thir- _ 
ric yeeres ſpace, wherein he had beene a Phyſician for 
Soules, hee neuer experienced the like : for neither 
when the ſearence of death was notified vnto him, or 
vpon any diſcomfort did he change countenance , or 
ſhed teare.; but when he remembred his finnes, th 
fell like ſhowres. O fo: ce of dinine louc! which dot 
ſoften hearts not ſhaken with aduerlitie, from whence 
proccedeth their Fortitude-and' Humilitie. Hee had” 
conference wich divers Rehgious, . and particylarly 
with Friar Gregorie de Pedros, a Preacher to his Maie- 
ſic, whoſe grear par . of learningandeloquence are 
alreadie blazond by  me,and nced no report of mine. 
To himand his Confeſſor hee vnfolded his Conſei- 


Cnce 


ence with Securitie and Sansfation , not regarding 
Honour, orany other pretext, hauing ſo reſigned vp 
his will to God, and his obedience to his Confeſlor. 
That humane feares wrought litle in him, withoue re- 
ſoluing ſpeedily what difhculties they propoſed. How 
excellent hee was in this, his death will beare witneſfle. 
Hepetitioned an appcalefrom his Indgement, accor- 
ding as his Counſell aduifed him :-bur his diligence in 
procuring his defence, ncuet diverted his minde from 
the conGdearta of his death, nor made him omir the 
exerciſes of a vertuous lifes The Indges did notadmit 
his Appcale, butinſiſtedon the execution of the'ſen- 
tence: whereof he hauing notice the firſt of October, 
anſwered ; 7 heave if, and turning toa Crucifixe, ſaid: 
God be bleſſed, whoſe will be in me fulfilled. No impa- 
tient word was cuer heard fall from'him, for as Mis 
Soule grew daily nearer Heauen , ſo ſhewed hee moſt 
courage in molt diſcomfort, not being ſenlible of 
carthly lofles , but falling out of loue with them, rhe 
ioy of his Spirit flew a higher pitch, then the diſcon- 
tents of this World did reach vnto, fo that on the da 
of his death ( had not his Confeſlor hindred it) hee 
would haue proclaymed his finnes in the ſtreet, as hee 
oit ſought to doc in priſon, if he had beene permirted. 
His Appeale being not admitted , and the Indgement 
confirmed; on Tueſday at midnight, Friar Pedro de 
la Concepcion, went to him withthis newes, in place of 
his Confeſlor, whothen was not well , who told him 
hee was to receiue his Y:aticum on Wedneſday. Hee 
found him quiet athis prayers, which hee vſed much, 
and receiued in them particular fauours from God. He 
demanded of him wherefore he came: hee anſwered, 
to ſpend the night with you. Falling to diſcourſe of 
B 1) the 


che miſeries af this life, and of the happineſle of the ©- 
ther that is without end, hauing fit time , hee ſaidro-. 
him : Who would not with a good will , exchange a 
life temporall for an cternall ? To which heanſwered, 
Alas, Father, would I had not this one , but a thou- 
fand liucs to loſe for Gods ſake : then (replied the 
Friar) hee will come to you tomorrow, and giue you 
the Pledge of his Grace , to receiue hereafter the 
Crowne of his Glorie. He then prefently conceiuing 
wherefore he ſaid fo ; kneeled downe before a Cruci- 
fixe, and withgreat zeale of deuotion, ſaid thrice : 7 hy 
will be-done, O-Lord (viing this relignation.of mind in 
all his tribulations.) Then riſing vp, hee ſaid; I haue 
ſomething to doe ; and going behind the bed, he put 
on a ſhirt of haire, and acroſle with ſharpe pricks of 
ſecle, which he ware about his necke, hauing (for 0- 
bedience to. his. Confeflor) pur them off the day be- 
fore, to mitigate his continuall penance , making his 
vertues more ſecure , by the ſecrecie wherewith hee 
prattized them. This hee did on dayes of faſting, 
which was weckly,, Wedneſday, Friday, and Satcr- 
day, and in thoſe of abſtinence, not taſting any thing 
that mighr pleaſe him:, yer ſo warily that thoſe which 
attended him obſeruedir not. The reſt of the night, 
he ſpent jn ſpirituall Exerciſes. And whenthe Friar 
propounded to him., how God rewarded thoſe that 
take benefit by afth&ions, offering them in imitation 
of his moſt paincfullPaſhon: heeanſwered. I pray 
God, Father, my ſinnes cauſe mee not to loſe ſo grear 
Happineſfſe ; although, I aſſure you, I feele ſuchcom. 
fort now, that if it would not ſeemelightnefſe in mee, 
1 could laugh, Neither was his feare vnlike his hope ;. 
affeftians: 
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sffe tions which tyed him alike to-God ; humilicie and 
acknowledgement of his owne miſerie, accompanied 
the one ; and truit in Gods Mercyand/Power, the 
other. On Wedneſday morning, hediſpoſed the af. 
faires of his Soule by dire&ion of his Confeſſor, and! 
of Friar Gregorie de Pedroſa , whoſe affiſtance was of 
great comfort and profit to him. Then hewent into 
the Chappell, wearing the white mantle ofhis Order, 
where his Confeſlor ſaid Maſle, and he Receiued, with 
great Faithand Lone of God.: at which time, with a 
Spirit full of zeale, he ſaid: 0. Lord, ſince thoucommeſt 
10 we 10 day ,. let me come totheetomorrom. and com-- 
ming to thoſe wordes of conſolation: 1» manu 1145 
Domine commend Spiritum meum : hee added, Yitam: 
& honorem meym. The Maſle being ended where he 
Receiued, hee heard other foure, with ſuch tranquilt- 
ticand deuotion , that he neuer ſighed nor lamented; 
being thereat out of modeſtie aſhamed , leſt his deuo- 
tion ould bee therefore accounted rather vaine-glo- 
rious , then vertuous ; in this hee excelled, as his 
priuate Almes,  giuen in the time of his betrer for- 
tune, beare witneſle ; and the Religious , by whoſe 
hands they paſled, can afirme. The Chappell, in 
which lyeth the body of the holy Mother Tereſa of 
Izsvs , inthe Church of the Diſcalced Carmelites ar 
Madrid, was part of his Almes , which hee deli- 
red to make more ſumpruous , if his Order had per-- 
mitted. Hee alſo builr the Heremitage in the De- 
ſert- de Batueeas , and cauſed two Maſles to bee daily 
ſaid in tht which is neare to Peſtrana. Hee ſaid the 
Othce of our Lady, and for the Soules departed, 
h auing continued it many yecres. He was Confeſled;. ' 
B 1}, and 


and recciued in the Paſcall Feaffs, our Ladics; and che 
Apoſtles, and examined daily his conſcience: which 
he v{cd for theſe foure or fiuc yeeres laſt paſt , to doe 
twiceaday. Hee had thrice made his generall Con- 
fellion before this laſt , which he ended on Saint Mat- 
thewes Ene, and Received thenext _ Inthe priſon 
he was confeſſed twiccor thricea weeke, after he might 
with leauc'doc'it. Hee paſſed the cuening with [.'s 
Confeſlor , and with Friar Gregorie ae Pedroſa, in ſpi- 
rituall queſtions, ſo high, thatirt appeared, God:was 
his Tutor, andthe Schoole the Priſon, as he ſaid.. In 
his Spirituallconference,, theſe words eſcaped him : 
1wiſh I could gine a thouſand lives for mine Enemies. 
His Confeflor checked him for calling them Enemies; 
whereat recalling himſelfe, hee humbly demanded 
how hee ſhould name them ? His Confetlor told hin, 
hee ſhould make that Recognition for thoſe which 
ſought to hurt him ifany ſuch were. He mucheſtce- 
ml this aduiſc;, andfulhlled it. This night, Father 
John de la\Madre de Dios, companion to his Confel(- 
ſor, brought him a Mcmoriall'of Bequeſts from the 
Religious of his Order , which were Prayers and Fa- 
ſtings. Hee was greatly comforted therewith, and 
humbly anſwered, thar:herhoped ro ſee himſelfe with 
God-, and to beſeech his diuine Maicſtic to reward 
 theirgreat charirze> Giuing diſcreet ſarisfaftion vnto 
all, and not leauing any thing by hisneare approach 
todeath'vnpearformed, that belonged to curtelie and 
vrbanirie, or, verttious policy. - So that when ſome 
came to demand.of him debts, no juſt cauſe moouing 
them: he anſwered, If his eſtate were in himſelfe, hee 
could diſpoſe thereof as-hee liked ; but being now in

Then hecalled the 
Miniſter of death (let decency excuſe me for vſing this 
terme) and ſaid : Come hither, Brother , let me embrace 
thee once'more,, and bowing toward him with his bo- 
dy , his armes being tryed, gaue him the humble kiſſe 
of Peace: This At of heroick humilitie , done with 
delire of greater demonſtration , drew downe many 
rcares ,! either of 10y or- ſorrow in the Speators. 
When they tyed him in the Chaire, his Confeſſor 
rold him , That Chriſt was alſotyed; at which time 
hee remembred the Paſſion with affetions burned int 
the fire of digine Loue. His eyes were coucred with a 
blacketaffara , which himſelfe had brought for thar 
urpoſe. |Helifred vp his head, ready with ioy to per- 
rme what before hee had ſo often thought of in pri- 
ſon, and faid, Take it, 0 Lerd; Take it, O Lord. When 
the Executioner held the taffata with his left hand, 
to-giue the ſtroke with his right hand : heforbid-him, 
faying : 1will ſit ftill, with a voyce and heart ſo ſtrong, 
that were it lawfull, I would ſay, Nature had priui- 
ledged himfrom feare. Then receiued heethe ſtroke, 
and repeating the ſweet Name of I es vs , gate vp his 
Soule. The. Lookers on , _ bathed in teares, 
beheld a ſpectacle, not horrible, but pleaſing, cauſed 
by a happy death, A- death that-hath eclipſed the 
greateſt examples, and limited the higheſt prayſes, 
whoſe duration will out-laſt the World, For were he 
not in Nobilitic ſo ancient , hee might hereby lay a,

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foundation for a glorious Family ; fince Nobilitic is 
but a vertue of the mind, pratized either in vnder- 
going dangers in Warre, oringiuing good cxamples 
tn.peacce, both which were ſcenc in him ; and if accor- 
ding tothe end., the yertue of the mind is to bee mea- 
ſured ; here onely was the loue of God, where no re- 
ſpe& was had tothe World or to Fame, whichin the 
end-will become dumbe. This example of his death 
hath wrought much , being in Madrid, the Court of 
Dop Philip the Fourth, Kiag of Spaine, where is a ge- 
nerall concourſe of Strangers, magnifying withre- . 
ſpe& the Spanilh' name (beſide thedeſerucd credit of 

cir ancient valour) ſceing.a-man paralleld with any 
whom the Roman cloquence did cxtoll , for althoagh 
Sceuola, Regulus, Horatirs, and many others, ſuffered 
much honour yet here morally. ſpeaking , it was 
wirhour it. And if any were preſent at this death, 
either without Religion, or of a contraric (which God: 
forbid) what inward remorſe, vnquietneſſe of mind, 
and. accuſatiow of conſcience muſt they: needs Haue, 
ſecing ſuch ſtrange as of Faith. and Lone rqGod, 
wrought with ſuch fortitude , that ir may 
teach vs the force of Truth, and Light of Carho-- 
lique Religion.

His Body lycth buried in our Ladies Church, of 
the Diſcalced Carmelites in Madrid, in the Deane and 
Chapters Chappell. Theſe Religious, out of loue to 
him, buried him there, in a Tombecouerecd with a 
blacke cloth, and'on it the Inſigne of his Order. Re- 
quieſcant in pace, This Epitaph Is written vpon his 
Sepulchre.
